Mr. Reilly, “but the other lifeboat 
capsized as it was being launched. 
The submarine came around and 
put its nose under the overturned 
lifeboat and righted it. One of the 
crew in the capsized lifeboat was 
taken aboard the submarine and 
asked a few questions, and then 
was allowed to get back in the 
boat. 
"One man, evidently the captain 
in charge of the submarine, told 
the crew of the sinking freighter. 
‘This is just too bad, but it is war.’ 
‘“ AU right feller,” we hollered 
back to him,” said Reilly, “as we 
got out the oars and started to 
row away from the spot.” 
Mr. Reilly said that after the 
upset lifeboat had been righted 
and the men back in it, the cap­ 
tain of the submarine furnished 
Captain Hazeleaf with thp course 
to steer toward New York." 
"The captain of the submarine 
asked us if we had sent out an 
S. O. S. on the ships radio before 
we were sunk," said Redly, “but 
we told him‘no,’ although our radio 
man had sent off the call as soon ! 
as the submarine was discovered. 
Evidently the submarine captain 
did not believe us for we saw him 
following us. He followed us about 
a day before w* lost sight of him. 
“We were five days in the life­ 
boats before we were picked up by 
a Navy vessel,” said Mr. Reilly.

mills 
It is understood th a t lum ­ 
ber dealers may endorse orders to 
mills them selves so long as all m a­ 
terial in the order will be used to 
fill the specified purposes.

The history of these evacuations 
is one of the darkest blots on the 
Nazi escutcheon. 
Jews soon dreaded looking into 
their mail boxes, for any m orning 
a Gestapo notice might com e tell­ 
ing them 
they must get ready 
in so-and-so many days for evac­ 
uation. 
They were perm it ted to 
take w ith them only w hat they 
could carry on their persons and 
in their hands; and even here the 
number and kinds of articles w ere 
strictly lim ited. 
Children w ere separated from 
their parents; often m arried cou­ 


ples even w ere torn asunder. 
During th e dead of the n ig h t, 
when k ind-hearted Germans w ould 
not see th ese ghastly processions, 
they w ere herded together in som e 
former synagogue (the right of 
worship w as also denied Je w s), 
and from th e re on into the m ost 
primitive third-class cars, w ith o u t 
knowing w h ere they were headed 


I for. 
I know’ of cases where the u n ­ 
heated train in the dead of w in ter 
suddenly stopped on a bleak, cold 
field in e a ste rn Poland, w ith th e 
sharp R ussian wind blowing across 
the wild steppes, and everybody 
was told to get out.

"Everyone of our squadrons got 
into the M idway battle before it 
ended and m y squadron w as lucky 
enough to h ave been in three a t­ 
tacks,'’ he said.

Sw eeney and other crew m en of 
the B -I7’s praised 
their

m ost enthu siastically, som e say* 
i ing:

( ’jew s of the flying fortresses 
said the Japanese fighters n ever 
pressed home attack s on the A m ­ 
erican bom bers, not a single one of 
which w as shot down, w hereas the 
fort res m's dow ned three and p os­ 
sibly four enem y zero fighters. 
Sw eeney’s 
squadron 
lost 
tw o 
men on the ground at M idway hut 
the only oth er casualty w as one 
rear-gunner w ho w as shot through 
the finger. 
F ortress crew m embers said the 
Zero pilots feared the firepow er 
of the fortresses, and, except for 
isolated eases, seldom Tame close. 
The Zeros usually made one {kiss 
from below, firing a few shots and 
rolling over on their backs, firing 
a few m ore rounds at the bom b­ 
ers and then breaking off action. 
The fortresses were operated at 
high sliced for many hours and 
stood up siqierbly, their crew re­ 
torted .

“We picked out as our ta rg ets 
the biggest 
ships
